Miami, Fla., Sept. 22 (By A. P.). 
Prostrate under the ravages of the 
tropical hurricane and with suffer- 


almost indescribable, Miami today 
appealed to the American people for 
a vast sum for relief and rehabili- 
tation work. 

The message went out immediate- 
ly after Henry M. Baker, national 
directer of disaster relief for the 
American Red Cross, had arrived 
here and taken charge of relief work 
in all of the stricken districts of 
Florida. 

It was signed by an executive 
committee headed by Frank B. 
Shutts, publisher of the Miami 
Herald. 


In Hands of the Red Cross. 


Simultaneously, Mayor Romfh 
and City Manager Wharton, ina 
proclamation, designated the Ameri- 
can Red Cross as the official re- 
lief organization of the city to 
handle all funds and direct all re- 
habilitation measures. 

While awaiting a response to its 
urgent cry for help the city, with 
the aid of Federal, State and other 
agencies went doggedly ahead with 
its relief work. Thousands of doc- 
tors, nurses, soldiers, sailors, ma- 
rines and other relief workers labor- 
ed to care for the injued and the 
homeless and to recover the dead 
still imprisoneil in many of the 5,000 
homes that were wrecked and in the 
debris littered waters of Biscayne 
bay. 

The force On hand is proving in- 
adequate for the task. Red Cross 
headquarters announced that addi- 
tional nurses were urgently needed 
as well as serums for use in pre- 
venting epidemics. 

Trains have been bringing in anti- 
toxins, and fast as they arrive they 
are sent Northward again for addi- 
tional supplies.

JUDGE, ON BREAD-WATER 
DIET, FINDS IT HARD JOB 


Admits, After Voluntary Fast 
of 3 Days, That Results 
meen Are serra. 


WILL CONTINUE PENALTY 


Harlington, Nebr., Sept. (By 
A. P.).—After three days of his 
““sentence”’ 
on bread and water to ‘‘determine 
if such a diet is harmful and cruel,” 
County Judge W. F. Bryant, 75- 
vear-old foe of liquor-law -vfolators 
in Cedar county, has decided the 
diet should be given only in ‘‘se- 
vere cases.”’ 

Today the veteran judge 
mitted it was ‘‘a pretty hard job to 
live on bread and water,’’ although 
he went about his court business 
with his usual alacrity and break- 
fasted, lunched and dined on good 
shares of rye bread and water. 

‘TI get pretty hungry,” Judge Bry- 
ant told the Associated Press at 
noon. ‘‘At nights I dream that I 
am having a big feast, only to wake 
up. and find my only available food 
is rye bread and water. I guess ten 
days is quite a long time to give a 
prisoner such a diet, but I am go- 
ing to give it in serious caves of 
liquor-law infraction. “I believe it 
will bring home to the prisoner 
what it means to violate the laws.” 

Judge Bryant said he has been 
giving bread and water sentences 
for fourteen years, ranging from 
three to ten days. He said that any 
prisoner would starve on a ten days’ 
diet if it was not changed from 
one kind of bread to another. 

At present, Fred Dirks is the only 
one held at the Cedar county jail 
here on the bread and water diet, 
but Judge Bryant said he would not 
alter his sentence, which calls for 
60 days in jail, with every other 
ten days on the rigid diet. Despite 
his hunger, Judge Bryant said he 
would continue on the diet until 


Friday night. 
“Then I will eat some regular 
food,”’ he said.

In Miller's Account. 


Other employes of the brokerage 
| firm were then called to testify to 
| the serial numbers of the bonds 
turned over to Merton. John Bai- 
| ley O’Rourke,’ an employe of the 
| brokerage firm of Swartwout & Ap-

;ued at $12,000 were received for 
‘the account of Miller. It was 
shown by the government that one 
| of these bonds valued at $10,000, 
held the same serial number as

| Other employes of the brokerage

Latest advices from the gulf coast

Four more deaths at sea, directly 
due to the storm, were reported in 
dispatches today. A deck officer on 
a Japanese steamer was swept over- 
board in the gulf, while Capt. 
George C. Sherman, of the Ameri- 
can schooner Delta, owned in Mo- 
bile, was drowned in the swamping 
of his craft off Del Ray; Fla. Oth- 
ers of the crew were saved. 

The bodies of an unidentified 
Cuban and an unidentified negro 
were picked up at Fort Dade, near 
Bradenton, Fla. They were be- 
lieved to have been members of 
the crew of a schooner which sank 
off the Anna Maria docks during 
the hurricane.

CAUSES OF FAILURE 
FRANKLY veces aioe 


Suggests 2 Points for Study 
to Remedy Confusion Ex- 
isting at Conference. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

The League of Nations’ prepara- 
tory disarmament conference has 
failed so far even to outline gen- 
eral principles upon which to base 
a worid conference on limitation of 
armaments, and politics, militarism, 
fear for special national interests 
and suppression of facts are the 
chief causes for the failure, accord- 
ing to a remarkably frank state- 
ment which Hugh §S. Gibson, head 
of the American delegation to the 
conference, made yesterday at the 
plenary session of the preparatory 
commission at Geneva. 


Secretary ,of State Kellogg made 
public Mr. Gibson’s statement yes- 
terday afternoon. It has the full 
support of President Coolidge and 
places the United States govern- 
ment squarely on record as deplor- 
ing the methods so far employed 
by the league and appealing to the 
league members to take genuine, 
practical steps to bring nearer the 
world’s hope for limiting arma- 
ments. .Mr. Gibson clearly inti- 
mates that continuation of the 
methods so far employed will prove 
barren of results. 

‘We are all of us anxious to 
achieve positive results,’’ Mr. Gib- 
son states in his appeal. ‘‘The 
American delegation has con- 
sistently kept in mind the prac- 
tical object for which we are all 
working, mamely, actual agree- 
ments. for the limitation of arma- 
ments.’ 


* Months of Fruitless Discussion. 


The climax precipitated by the 
American delegation, under in- 
structions from Washington, has 
come after the 20 League of Na- 
tions members -at Geneva have 
used up four months and four days 
dn getting nowhere toward a prac- 
tical beginning of the great task to 
be undertaken. The first plenary 
session of the league commission 
was held on May 18 last. Earlier 
than that, on May 2 committees 
were appointed to outline a prac- 
tical set of general principles upon 
which a future conference could be 
held. 

A committee designated as Com- 
mittee A becdme intrusted with mil- 
considerations involved in 
making up a set of general prin- 
ciples. This committee then divided 
itself into subcommittees dealing, 
respectively, with army, navy and 
air problems. A committee desig- 
nated as Committee B was made up 
of civilians and undertook to dis- 
cuss economic and financial ques- 
tions. 

Apparently this latter committee 
has held onfy one session. But the 
military committee has been work- 
ing overtime. Its. sessions lasted 
from May 2 to July 6 and were re- 
sumed on August 22 to last until 
September 9. Now the plenary ses- 
sion—the second to be held—has 
undertaken to review the work done 
and the progress made, and the 
American delegation has seized this 
as the opportune moment to make a 
frank statement of how the United 
States ' government views the whole 
procedure. 


America’s Purpose Stated. 


America’s purpose, it is empha- 
sized here; is to be helpful and co- 
operate with the league powers in 
bringing about limitation of arma- 
ments. President Coolidge § ac- 
cepted the league’s invitation to 
representatives to Geneva 
after the league powers had made 
it known that they would not wel- 
come a disarmament conference 
called by President Coolidge. There 
have been many intimations that 
certain of the leading powers, not- 
ably France, did not want to see a 
disarmament conference lead to 
real results. France took the lead 
in suggesting that the League of 
Nations assume the control of fu- 
ture conferences on limitation of 
armaments. Accordingly, a ‘‘pre- 
paratory conference’’' was called to 
outline general principles and 
leave specific matters to a later 
conference.

$100,000,000 INCOME 
REVENUE GAIN SEEN 


Indicated Increase for Quar- 
ter in Face of Slashes 
Throws Estimates Off. 


Official estimates again were 
thrown out of line by reports reach- 
ing the Treasury yesterday that in- 
dicate total eollections of income 
taxes for the September quarter 
will run about $100,000,000 over 
those for the same quarter in 1925. 
This increase is in the face of the 
substantial cut in tax rates made by 
Congress last winter. 

For the September quarter it now 
is estimated income tax collections 


This volume especially is significant 
since the September quarter fur- 
nigshes the first direct comparison 
between the old and the new laws. 
The increase appears to be more 
than offsetting declines in revenue 
due to. reductions made by Con- 
gress in miscellaneous tax rates. 
A striking feature of the Treas- 
ury’s latest reports is the fact that 
September 16 a total of $140,000,- 
000 was received in income tax pay- 
ments.

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~ROPOSED LOCAL BOND ISSUE. 


The proposal of the Washington Chamber 
of Commerce that the District of Columbia 
shall issue $100,000,000 of bonds rather than 
increase the tax levy is more interesting, per- 
haps, than practical. Inasmuch as Congress 
Sione could grant that authority discussion of 
the question is somewhate academic. 

All things considered, the tax burden in 
Washington is as high as taxpayers should be 
ealled upon to bear, but a bond issue hardly 
seems to be a remedy for that condition. It 
is preposed that the bonds should be sold in 
installments to meet the cost of extraordinary 
public improvements. In this category are in- 
cluded parks, playgrounds, fire-engine houses, 
police stations, schools and expenditures gen- 
erally which would benefit the population of 
the future. 

The Chamber of Commerce is not alone in 
its desire to avoid a high rate of taxation. With 
a restoration of the 50-50 arrangement, 
whereby the Federal government would con- 
tribute one-half of the cost of maintaining the 
District government, there would be no need 
of imcreasing the tax rate, and it probably 
would be easier to convince Congress of the 
mistake it has made in the adoption of its, 
present policy toward the District than to ob- 
tain authorization for a huge bond issue. 

When the value of the property within the 
city owned and occupied by the Federal gov- 
ernment is considered, and the extent to which 
the taxes paid by residents of Washington are 
applied toward the protection and care of Fed- 
eral holdings are taken into account, the con- 
sensus of opinion of District taxpayers that 
the contribution of the Federal government, 
amounting to not more than one-fourth of the 
cost of maintaining the District, is not ade- 
quate, is fully justified. 

But an issue of $100,000,000 in bonds can 
hardly meet the situation. Building up a sink- 
ing fund and meeting annual interest payments 
would make inroads in the tax receipts. A 
bonded indebtedness is not an alluring pro- 
posal to taxpayers. However, neither the Dis- 
trict commissioners nor any number of civic 
bodies can settle this question. Congress only 
can authorize a bond issue. 


REVOKING DRIVER’S PERMITS. 

Justice Stafford, of the District Supreme 
court, in a decision involving the powers of 
the traffic director, has upheld the right of that 
official to revoke permits in cases of major 
violations of traffic regulations, pending trial 
of the case before the courts. The driver in 
this particular instance was arrested on a 
charge of driving while drunk, and the ‘case 
came before Justice Stafford on the issue of 
Director Eldridge’s authority to revoke the 
driver’s license. An appeal was taken to the 
Court of Appeals, but pending final decision in 
the higher court, the ruling of the Supreme 
court will stand. 

This decision if finally upheld, as it is hoped 
it will be, gives the traffic director a weapon 
with which to deal with reckless drivers who 
defy the stop signals at arterial highway in- 
tersections, and it is his announced intention 
to temporarily revoke the permits of all per- 
sens arrested for this serious infraction of the 
traffic regulations. 

It has become a common practice for reck- 
less and drunken drivers to obtain postpone- 
ment of their trials on one pretext or another, 
aad, profiting by the shrewdness of their law- 
Wers, continue to menace life on the streets. 
This will be impossible under the decision of 
gestice Stafford and the program. that the 
traffic director now proposes to put into opera- 
tion. Congress endeavored to put teeth in 
the traffic law in the interest of public safety, 
and the court is to be congratulated for refus- 


ing to permit traffic law violators to set that | 


law in defiance.

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BRUTALITY IN THE NAVY. 


Seamen at the Norfolk naval base are re- 
ported to have become so inéensed at Secre- 
tary Wilbur's order prohibiting the holding of 
a boxing earnival that they rigged up an eéf- 
figy labeled it ““Wilbur,’’ and beat, hammered, 
pummeled, thrashed, uppercut, walloped, and 
slantmed it all over the ship, accompanying 
their dastardly attack by bloodcurdling oaths. 
News of the assault became known, but the 
officers in command turned away all inquirers 
with the statement that nothing was known of 
the affair. 

The degeneracy of the navy is becoming 
more apparent every day, in spite of the ef- 
forts of Secretary Wilbur to uplift it. When 
sailors so far forget themselves as to indulge 
in such a brutal exhibition, and when officers 
conspire to shield the guilty parties, little én- 
couragement is given to the plans for civiliz- 
ing the personnel and turning their thougbts 
away from carnage. Secretary Wilbur’s plans 
to establish four-o’clock teas on the vessels 
of the fleet, accompanied by exciting pingpong, 
déck croquet and shovelboard contests, may 
now be abandoned as a means of punishing 
the hardened seamen at Norfolk. The men 
could have had all kinds of uplifting and yet 
innocent diversions if they had.only manifested 
a proper spirit; but they deliberately planned 
a boxing exhibition, well knowing the horror 
with which the Secretary of the Navy looks 
upon all manifestations of brute strength. 

The seamen at the Norfolk yard do not de- 
serve nut sundaes or lavender-scentail soap. 
If Secretary Wilbur had it in mind to lead 
them toward the light by installing lantern- 
slide lectures showing the progress of pri- 
meval peoples in lace-making, pottery, and 
weaving he would now be almost warranted 
in canceling his enlightened plans and leaving 
the men to wallow in the filth of their bestial 
natures. It is hard enough at best to provide 
means for improving the manners of seamen 
in the navy without having them retaliate by 
setting up effigies and ungratefully beating 
them into a pulp. 

All lovers of peace at any price will appre- 
ciate tWe endeavors of Secretary Wilbur to 
turn the thoughts of his men away from fight- 
ing, which, carried to its logical end, inevt- 
tably makes them fighting men. Let him con- 
tinue his efforts, despite discouragements and 
ingratitude; and let the seamen at Norfolk 
beware lest they wear out his patience. He 
has it in his power to deny them cookies and 
all-day suckers. They should consider care- 
fully whither they are drifting. 


AROUSING THE VOTERS. 
the purpose of educating the young 
voter and with the view of arousing American 
citizens to a sense of their responsibilities as 
electors, hundreds of public meetings were 
held last Tuesday afternoon and evening from 
New York to San Francisco. These meetings

.were held under the auspices chiefly of the 


National Civic Federation and the American 
Legion. 

If ever there was a time when American 
citizens should have a correct understanding 


‘of public affairs in order to vote intelligently, 


that time is now. Only 53 per cent of the total 
qualified voters went to the polls at the last 
election. Practically, therefore, the personnel 
of the government has been chosen and govy- 
ernmental policies approved by a minority vote. 
If the men chosen are unfit or if the policies 
adopted are wrong the nonvoters aré to blame, 
for had they made use of their precious privi- 
lege results might have been otherwise. There 
is only one method by which conditions in this 
country can be changed, and that is through a 
careful exercise of the right to vote—not by 
a minority, but by all the people who are quali- 
fied. Those now within the ranks of the non- 
veting class can. change the expected result 
of an election whenever they choose to vote. 
It was to the vote slaeker and the young 

citizen who will vote this year for the first ‘ 
time that the appeals of these recent meetings 
were made. If the problems of today and of 
the future are to be rightly and definitely 
solved, the voter must be informed and the 
full vote cast. To do both is the hope of those 
back of this educational and patriotic move- 
ment. The American Legion planned and car- 
ried out 11,000 gatherings in as many towns 
and cities on Tuesday. Stich organizations as 
the Daughters of the American Révolution, the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs, the Na- 
tional League of Women Voters and the senior 
and junior ehambers of commerce throughout 
the United States cooperated. This movement is 
to be heartily commended. Any scheme that 
will enlighten the American voter on questions 
which must be determined by his ballot and 
induee him to go to the polls on election day 
is worthy of support. Nonvoting in this coun- 
try should be reduced to the absolute mini- 
mum. 


“NOTHING NEW UNDER THE SUN.” 


From Swampscott, Mass., where the annual 
meeting of the Américan Railway association 
is in session, comes the information that class 
1 railroads ef the country have installed “‘auto- 
matic printers’ which operate by means of 
electrical impulses, sent over ordinary tele- 
graph wires for the transmissiog of train 
orders and other important information affect- 
ing the movement of trains. This information 
is given out as though the device were an 
absolutely new invention. - 

But on the contrary a device of similar 
character was perfected by a Washington man 
more than 30 yéars ago. It was then called 
a telematograph. By medns of the machine 
it was possible for six or eight operators to 
send from typewriters as many messages to a 
like number of ‘typewriting machines in other 
cities over the same wire. The writing ma-. 
chines were synchrovized im such manner that 
there was no interference. Some of the de- 
_viees were installed in offices in New York and 
Philadelphia and worked perfectly. Messages 
written in| Philadelphia were instantly repro- 
duced on ‘thé synchronized maching in New 
York, and vice versa, 

A large party of Washington business men 
who had invested in the telematograph went

to associates in New York, “which were prompt- 
ly answered. But the machinery necessary 
to conduct the corresporidence was so deli- 
cately adjusted that it was found difficult to 
keep it in perfect order. Besides that came 
“static,”’ which causes so much profanity in 
the fraternity of radio fans, resulted in put- 
ting the telematograph to sleep. The original 
patents probably expired long ago, but the 
principle on which the device was founded 
has since been used in a number of somewhat 
similar contrivances, the latest of which would 
appear to be the ‘‘automatic printers’’ now 
being generally adopted by the railroads. 
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TRADE COMMISSION RESTRAINED. 


It is not to be expected that the Federal 
Trade Commission will sit quietly and permit 
any inferior court to curtail its powers with- 
out an appeal to the court of last resort. 
Therefore the decision of Justice Smith of the 
District Supreme court, wherein he reads a 
rebuke to the commission for its alleged un- 
constitetiouditestesvate with the rights and 
prerogatives of a corporation, is likely to bé 
appealed to the United States Supreme Court. 

In the course of its effort to pry into all 
business organizations, and incidentally to 
make public the private affairs of corpora- 
tions, the trade commission issued subpenas 
directed to the Millers National Federation, 
wherein it was commanded to attend a ses- 
sion of the commission in Chicago and to bring 
for the inspection of the commission all books 
and papers relating to the condfict of its busi- 
ness. The ostensible purpose is to ascertain 
whether this fedération is a combination in 
restraint of trade or a body of millers, bakers 
and allied trades formed for the purpose of 
controlling the price of bread and like food 
supplies. The commission is ostensibly act- 
ing under authority of a resolution of the 
Senate. The federation disputed the power 
of the commission to pry into its affairs, and 
filed a bill for an injunction to restrain the 
commission from enforcing compHance with 
the subpenas. | 

Mr. Justice Smith granted the prayer of 
the petitioners on the ground that such in- 
formation as the commission demands will 
result in its publication, to the detriment, pos- 
sibly, of the organization of tradespeople. This 
organization is a nonprofit-making body whose 


membership consists of the large milling and 


baking concerns of the country. 
The justice in his memorandum accompany- 
ing his decision says: 


The resolution, under which the com- 
mission attempted to act did not authorize 
the commission to compel the production 
of documents or papers, and it is un- 
thinkable that the Senate intended to 
clothe the commission with power to com- 
pel the attendance of witnesses at Chi- 
cago from every part of the United States 
and to force firms, partnerships and cor- 
porations in the milling and baking and 
allied industries to submit their books 
and papers to representatives of the com- 
mission.

Had it chosen to 
become an isolated community, however, spurn- 
ing federation, it would have found its power 
in matters affecting itself and other nearby 
towns so small as to be negligible. 

The Montgomery County Civic federation 
has important work to perform. Some time 
ago, it may be reealled, there was formed an 
interfederation conference between the Mont- 
gomery county organization, the Arlington 
County Civic federation and the Federation of 
Citizens associations of the District of Colum- 
bia, to. which was charged the corrsideration, 
mediation and solution of all problems affect- 
ing the interests of what has beconge known as 
the metropolitan area of the city of Washing- 
ton. Only as the District expands will the 
eventual possibflities of the federation become 
apparent, for so far, fortunately, the develop- 
ment of the suburban area has been highly 
creditable to its citizens, characterized by few 
serious differences of opinion. 

The chain is no stronger than its weakest 
link, and the federation can be no stronger 
than the three bodies which have joined to 
create it. Likewise none of the three can be 
truly strong or truly representative unless it 
bears the authority of all the communities 
lying within its boundaries. Fortunately for 
the federation, Takoma Park chooses to retain 
its voice in the management of affairs so im- 
portant to its development in a proper relation 
to its neighbors.

' s6me,” he continued. “I, have had 
little opportunity to do so'since the 
time I became lieutenant governor. 
In my Massachusetts days I éwas 
constantly attending hanquets and 
making speeches in the evening, 
so that if I had a night off I pre- 
ferred to stay at home. While I en- 
joy the theater now, I find that it 
tires me so that I feel the effects of 
it the next day. I do not know 
why this should be so. Perhaps 
it. is because I have to sit ih a box, 
Which, to my mind, is not nearly 
so comfortable as occupying a seat 
on the floor. 

"Tt is hard to say whether one 
Kind of music interests m@ more 
than another. Perhaps what might 
he designated as martial and pa- 
triotic music has the greatest fas- 
cmation for me. — 2 

Fond of Reading Poetry. 

“T have always liked to read po- 
etry. My own mother was very 
fond of it. She read Tennyson a 
great deal, and Scott. In my boy- 
hood I found the poems of Scott 
very interesting, and read them so 
much that I could recite long pas- 
sages from them. Later I-knew~a 
great deal of the poetry of Eugene 
Field, James Whitcomb Riley and 
Rudyard ' Kipling. My grand- 
mother 
plete set of Shakespeare, which I 
read much, and I studied some of 
his works while in college, Milton 
always had a fascination for me, 
and for many years I read some of 
‘Paradise Lost’ each night before I 
went to sleep. There is a literary 
' finish to the poems of Lowell which 
I have very much admired. But l 
should say that Whittier and Burns 
have given me more real pleasure 
than any other great masters of 
‘verse, because they have written 
about the life which I lived when 
Iwasa boy.

Keeps Track of News. 

‘“T have little time tc read books 
and magazines, except those things 
that bear on problems that are be- 
Yore me for solution. “I- read ex- 
tracts from many newspapers which 
are daily clipped out and laid be- 
fore me, mostly concerning public 
questions. I read the news items, 
the editorial comment and keep in 
touch with the commercial -and 
financial reports. I have very little 
time for current fiction. I much 
prefer biography and history. Of 
the books of the Bible I have found 
the writings of St. Paul the most 
interesting to me.” 

I askec whether he had any fa- 
vorite character in history. 

“It is difficult for me to visualize 
a favorite historical character,’’ he 
answered. ‘‘Men have so many dif- 
ferent angles. One exemplifies one 
ability and another some other, so 
that it is hard to say which is a 
favorite. To me, however, Wash- 
ington rather more completely holds 
that position than any other. Very 
close to him would come Lincoln. 
But all of the great figures who 
have been men of accomplishment 
are interesting, some as soldiers, 
some as statesmen, some as teach- 
ers. I1 doubt if there is any great- 
est man. But Washington had that 
rare combination of a great soldier, 
a great statesman, a great patriot 
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Coolidge gave me a com-| 


and a great character. A careful 
study of all his life makes it diffi- 
cult to come to any other conclusion 
than that you can pronounce it all 
good.”’ 


Social Standards Rising. 


“Does your reading of history 
and the inside view you are now 
getting of history in the making 
give you the feeling that the world 
is growing better?’’ 

“‘Assuredly,” he said. ‘The 
standards of society have been con- 
stantly rising and the standards of 
commercial and industrial life are 
undoubtedly higher than they have 
ever before been. There seems to 
me to be a growing disposition to 
observe better standards also in 
international relations. The pres- 
ent complexity of civilization could 
not be maintained except by people 
of strong moral fiber. 

“‘Of course the increase in wealth 
in this country has been phenome- 
nal. When I hear it said that the 
boys who are born into well-to-do 
homes are handicapped by the fact, 
I do not agree.’ The only handicap 
that wealth gives to boys is in re- 
moving the necessity for hard work. 
Nobody accomplishes anything in 
this world unless he works. There 
is no reason why a boy who had 
parents who fre able to support 
him and meet the expenses of his 
education should not work I 
should hate to think that for one 
generation to be a success was a 
necessary handicap on the succeed- 
ing generation. It is my opinion 
that if a careful survey were made, 
it would reveal that fully as large 
a proportion of boys that come 
from well-to-do families make a 
success as those who have come 
from families that’ were oppressed 
with poverty. 


Sons of Clergymen Succeed. 


“It has been ascertained that the 
sons of clergymen supply a larger 
percentage of successful men than 
those which come from any other 
source. Our clergy are not wealthy, 
but they are almost always edu- 
cated and perhaps supply their sons 
with a better sense of values than 
others are able to do. It may be 
that in the nature of things those 
who have found their life cast 
amid meager , surroundings are 
given a stimulus to overcome that 
handicap and better their position, 
in 
opulence are left with more lack 
of ambition. Perhaps this is a 
method by which nature insures a 
greater degree of equality in the 
condition of the human race.”’ 

“‘Isn’t it true,’’ I asked, ‘‘that the 
increase in wealth has tended to 
erect a barrier between the city 
and the country?’”’ 

“Of course the necessity always 
exists for a better understanding 
between urban and rural communi- 
ties,’’ the President answered, ‘‘and 
between .different sections of the 
country. Unless this is brought 
about by a better acquaintance, a 
sentiment of hostility is quite likely 
to develop. Each thinks the other 
ignorant because they do not know 
the same things; although each is 
proficient in its own sphere. This 
can be remedied only by education. 
Travel and intercourse help. The 
automobile has done a great deal to 
remove local prejudice. Undoubt- 
edly the moving picture and radio 
have beensa great force in the same 
direction. The government under- 
takes to stimulate a wide circula- 
tion of the press In order to secure 
an exchange of ideas and a better 
understanding of each other by dif- 
ferent parts of the country.”’ 


Holds Luck a Small Factor. 


‘*‘A good many books have been 
written to prove that the country 
boy has a better chance than the 
city boy,’’ I suggested. “Do you 
think that is true, and do you think 
that luck plays a considerable part 
in every successful career?” 

“I do not believe the country boy 
has any advantage over the city 
boy, except that he may have to 
work harder, and doubtless the city 
boy has advantages which compen- 
sate for this. As for luck, I do not 


ato the conditions. 


think that it is much of a factor in 
the success of men. I should say 
that it much more depends upon 
being prepared to take advantage 
of luck when it comes along. I 
have never been able to think that 
fate was guiding my destiny. I 
have rather felt that I was obliged 
to look after myself. I have found, 
however, that when I was doing 
the right thing a great many un- 
foreseen elements would come in 
and turn to my advantage.” 

“Here is a question that has oc- 
curred to me many times,” I said. 
“The President obtains high office 
by political preferment through one 
of the great parties. But he is in- 
augurated as the chief representa- 
tive of all the people. He cam- 
paigned as a partisan, How is he 
able to lay aside this partisanship 
when inducted into office?’’ 


Partisanship a Handicap. 


“It is not difficult,” the Presi- 
dent replied. ‘‘The atmosphere of 


the White House does not lend it- 
self to petty partisan decisions. Of 
course, I am a thorough believer in 
the principles of my own political 
party. But to suppose that any 
great political party is the sole re- 
pository of all the knowledge and 
all the wisdom of the country 
would be arrogant bigotry. It is 
the duty of the President to serve 
the whole people. A. narrow and 
bitter partisanship is a_ distinct 
handicap to any person in the dis- 
charge of the functions of public 
office. We carry on our govern- 
ment under a two-pakty system. 
While bitterness and bigotry are to 
be deprecated, an enlightened in- 
terest in party affairs is to be com- 
mended. The only remedy for a 
narrow partisanship is a wider 
knowledge of and interest in pub- 
lic affairs. We are not so much in 
danger of misdirected party zeal 
in this country as we are from the 
indifferent citizen who fails to dis- 
charge the obligations of his citi- 
zenship at the primaries and in the 
final elections. If those who are 
qualified to vote will diligently and 
prayerfully perform their duty, the 
government of our country will not 
cease to be wisely and safely ad- 
ministered.’’ 


Speech Making a Strain. 


“There are a lot of little ques- 
tions which people wonder about,” 
Isaid. ‘‘They are almost too trivial 
to ask. But as long as human na- 
ture remains as it is the people are 
goifig to be interested in very trivial 
personal things.’’ 

“Anybody who has lived in a small 
town knows that,’’ the President 
chuckled. “Go on with your ques- 
tions.’’ 

“Well, for example, it is said that 
even very experienced public speak- 


ers always feel nervous before be-/| 


ginning an address. Do you?”’ 

“It is always something of a 
strain to make an address. But 
now in appearing before an audi- 
ence I do not feel much nervous- 
ness.’’ 

“How does your hand feel when 
you have shaken hands with hun- 
dreds of people?’’ 

“Any part of the body which is 
given unusual exercise adapts itself 
I shake hands 
with so many people every day that 
my hand has become toughened and 
it does not get tired nor. subject me 
to any discomfort.’”’ 

“Do you like the Washington 
press correspondents?’’ 

“I do. I have found them active, 
industrious and accurate. They are 
a body who appreciate the public 
responsibility which they are under 
fairly, to interpret the actions of 
the government to _ their con- 
stituents.’’

And, 
while the work of the executive in- 
creases every year, it is not beyond 
the capacity of one man to manage. 
There is no way that I can be much 
relieved. The people accept no 
substitute for the President. In my 
own experience I have found it 


Constitution ;and law require’ the 
executive to do and confine myself 
to doing that. Presidents are 
broken down by outside enterprises. 
Traveling about the country, mak- 
ing speeches, undertaking to fur- 
nish inspiration and leadership for 
all good causes in the land are some 
of them. ~ Then, again, the Presi- 
dent ought to perform no details 
that can be turned over to subordi- 
nates. It is a good plan to let the 
members of the cabinet run their 
departments and the heads of the 
other independent executive com- 
missions run their departments. 
This does not mean that there 
should not be constant conferences 
and exchange of views with advice 
and direction, but that the details 
should be left to others to execute. 
I try to remember that there is only 
one ex-President living.”’ 


Duties Sometimes Irksome. 


“But there must be times when 
the work becomes very irksome,” I 
said. 

“There are such times,’’ he an- 
swered. ‘'In that respect the Presi- 
dent of the United States is no dif- 
ferent from any other citizen. 
From my own experience and ob- 
servation I have come to the con- 


most helpful to find out what the: 


clusion that it is rather natural for 
all of us, in whatsoever state we 
find ourselves, to wish we were in 
some other. A great many people 


come to me desiring to better their 


position. Il have most of the time 
felt the same way myself. When I 
was a boy, at home, I wanted to 
do something else besides work on 
the farm. But this disposition has 
still followed me a good deal 
through all the changes I have ex- 
perienced, and even now Mrs. 
Coolidge and I say to each other 
sometimes that we wish we could 
go home. From this I have come 
to the conclusion that in whatever 
position we may find ourselves, 
other people are no better off than 
we are. We only think they ‘are. 
Contentment is a very difficult les- 
son for Americans to learn. I do 
not say we ought to be satisfied, 
but I have come to the conclusion 
that most of us are about as well 
off as we can be. A change would 
not make us feel any better. More 
money would not satisfy us.”’ 


. Farm and Law Office Wait. 

“What will you do when you 
leave office?’’ 

‘I have never given any thought 
as to what I might do after I 
leave public life. I have a farm 
in Vermont on which { feel confi- 
dent I could support myself and my 
family. 

“My old law office is in North- 
ampton. Iam, therefore, not wor- 
ried about the -future.”’ 

“But there must be some pretty 
big worries in the present. Do they 
interfere with your sleep?”’ 

“IT have never had any trouble 
about gcing to sleep. But un- 
solved protlems wake me up early 
in the morning. The-more pressing 
they are, the earlier they wake me. 


There is a great deal of consolation 
to be derived from knowing that 
you have done your best and that 
worrying about your problems will 
not help in their solution. 

“The Presidency has its very 
pleasant aspects,” he concluded. 
‘Perhaps the most enjoyable part 
of the President’s duties consists 
in meeting the people in the ordi- 
nary walks of life with whom he 
comes in contact.’’ 


In Touch With Public Needs. 


“It is by that method, in my own 
case, and the life of my youth that 
I keep in touch with the needs and 
ideas of the public. There is, of 
course, a great sense of uplift and 
support in the knowledge that one 
has behind him the confidence and 
friendship of the people of a great 
nation. Beyond that there is the 
inspiration of religious faith. I 
have always attended church reg- 
ularly when I could; but, there be- 
ing no organized church in our town 
when I was a boy, I had not joined 
a church. After I became Presi- 
dent. the First Congregational 
church, of Washington, without 
consulting me, voted to make me 
a member. I was pleased that they 
took such action and of course ac- 
cepted the election to membership 
which they offered me. My boys 
joined thé church at an early age, 
and my wife has long been a mem- 
ber of the church. 

“It would be difficult for me to 
conceive of anyone being able to 
administer the duties of a great of- 


‘fice like the Presidency without a 


belief in the guidance of a divine 
Providence. Unless the President 
is sustained by an abiding faith in 
a divine Power which is working 
for the good of humanity I can not 
understand how he would have the 


courage to attempt to meet the vari- 
ous problems that constantly pour 
in upon him from all parts of the 
earth.”’

The desks and chairs and carpets

“You have keen heard by more 
Americans than any other Presi- 
dent, thanks to the radio,” I said. 
“But only a few will ever see you. 
I sometimes think it would be a 
wonderful thing if every citizen had 
a chance to sit down for a few min- 
utes with his President, just- the 
way we are sitting here. They 
would ask a lot of questions.’’ 

“What sort of questions?” 
President asked. 

“Not political questions,” I an- 
swered. “They aren’t half so 
much interested in politics as Wash- 
ington thinks they are. But they 
are enormously interested in you 
and Mrs. Coolidge. They would ask 
very human  questions—tfriendly,

“What sort of questions?’’ he re- 
peated, 

“Well, for one thing, every single 
citizen would want to know, ‘Why 
haven’t you come out to see us in

The President pushed his felt hat 
and settled himself 
into the old green rocker. From 
that time on I interrupted only to 
contribute additional questions. He 
did the rest, and he seemed to ba 
having a real good time. 

“It has not been possible for mea 
to spend much time traveling 
around the country,’ he began. 
“The details of administration be- 
come greater an@ greater and re-/| 
quire more and moretime. The su- 
pervision of the expenditure of near. 
ly $4,000,000,000 each year is a 
very large task. It is only a few 
years ago that our expenditures 
were less than $500,000,000. [ 
have been told that when William 
C. Whitney was Secretary of the 
Navy, under Cleveland, he was in 
Washington only 65 days during 
one year. Of course, that would be 
impossible now, and the story may 
not be correct. Mr. Whitney had a 
fine reputation as Secretary and did 
much to lay the foundations of our 
present navy. Butin his day, when 
the army and navy together were 
supported for about $50,000,000, 
he would have a good deal of leis- 
ure time which is not possible now, 
If I should leave Washington on ex- 
tended trips it would not be possi- 
ble for me to keep up the details of 
administration.’’ 

I thought of his annual journey 
up to the little village in Vermont. 
“There is one trip that you manage 
to find time for every year,” I sug- 
gested.

For .some 
years I have lived in much differ- 
ent surroundings and in a very 
different atmosphere, But I return 
there whenever I can so as to re- 
fresh my knowledge of how the 
ordinary run of people in this 
live. I do little work on 
the farm now, but I did much when 
I was a boy. I like to dispense 
with the kind of service that it is 
necessary for me to have at the 
White House and wait on myself. 
If I find a strap is broken, I like 
to get out the tools that are used 
by shoemakers and harnessmakers, 
make a waxed end and repair it. I 
like to do a little blacksmithing 
around what is left of our old shop, 
try my hand again with the car- 
penter’s tools, go out and repair 
the fence when it is breaking down 
and mend the latch on the kitchen 
door. 

‘‘Most people in this country do 
these things themselves and do not 
hire them done. I want to keep in 
mind how people live and what it 
is necessary for them to do to get 
along and meet their bills out of 
their ordinary income. My father 
and my people led that kind of a 
life, which is altogether natural 
and wholesome. It seems to me 
to be the foundation of independ- 
ence.”’ 

‘““A boy who grows up on the 
farm has a very close companion- 
ship with his parents,’’ I said.

Tells of Influence of Parents, 


“Yes; and that is a great advant- 
age provided the boy has the right 
sort of parents. I had the right 
sort of parents. My father had 
qualities that were greater than any 
I possess. He was a man of untir- 
ing industry and great tenacity of 
purpose. His long experience in 
local office gave him a very broad 
and, I found, a very accurate 
knowledge of law. He always stuck 
to the truth. It always seemed pos- 
sible for him to form an unerring 
judgment of men and things. 1 
can not recall that I ever knew of 
his doing a wrong thing. He would 
be classed as decidedly a man of 
character. I have no doubt he is 
representative of a great mass of 
Americans who are known only to 
their local neighbors; nevertheless, 
they are really great. It would be 
difficult to say that he had a happy 
life. He never seemed to be seek- 
ing happiness. He was a firm be- 
liever in hard work. Death visited 
the family often. But I have no 
doubt he took a Satisfaction in ac- 
complishment and always’ stood 
ready to meet any duty that came 
to him. He did not fear the end of 
life, but looked forward to it as a 
reunion with all he had loved and 
lost. . 

“When I was 12 years old my 
own mother was taken away. She 
was a sweet and gentle influence. 
I always recall her having my sister 
and me brought to her bedside to 
receive her blessing in her very last 
hours. She had been an invalid for 
as long as I could remember. I 


can see now that she was a woman” 


of taste and discretion and had a 
fine sense of discrimination. She 
loved poetry. It was seven -years 
before my father married again. 
Meantime I stayed a great deal 
with my Grandmother Coolidge, 
who was a strong, resolute woman 
of deep religious convictions and a 
true daughter of the Puritans. My 
stepmother was all that a mother 
could be who was not your very 
own. She was a talented woman, 
fond of books and of a scholarly 
disposition. I thus had the great 
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good fortune to come under the 
influence of three good women, a 
most important element in guiding 
the career of any man.”’ 


Did Not Expect to Be President. 


“Did you have the usual boy’s 
ambition to be a policeman or a 
railroad engineer?” I asked. 

‘‘Living in the country, I did not 
have much knowledge of railroad 
engineers or policemen,’”’ he an- 
swered. ‘‘As I now recall it, I had 
always rather hoped that I might 
keep store when I grew up.’’ 

“Did it ever occur to-you that you 
might be President when you grew 
up?” 

“That never occurred to me. If 
the question had been proposed to 
me, I should have been quite cer- 
tain that I would never be qualified 
to serve my fellow countrymen in 
that position. I do not recall that 
any one in whose judgment I would 
place much reliance ever told me in 
my younger days that I should be 
President. If my mother had any 
such notion, she kept it to herself, 
and the remarks of my father rather 
indicated that he thought if I did 
not change my ways I would come 
on the town. He kept up admoni- 
tions of that character until I had 
entered public life. I think his fore- 
cast impressed me as being very im- 
portant.’’ 

I asked whether he thinks there 
is aS much opportunity for boys 
now as when he was a boy. 

“T think there is a better chance 
for boys to succeed now than there 
ever was before,’ he replied. ‘‘Some 
desire one avenue of success. and 
some another. If a young man wants 
education and that mental discipline 
which comes from contact with 
books and learned men, I am sure 
the opportunity was never so good 
as it is now. If he wishes to earn 
money and go into business with 
the idea of accumulating a com- 
petence, there are more .avenues 
open for that purpose than at any 
previous time. If he is desirous of 
sectring what I should think is a 
true success, by performing a real 
service for his fellow men, from 
which the reaction will undoubtedly 
bring him a place in the estimation 
of his neighbors and a competence 
which will represent payment for 
his effort, I should say again that 
there are more opportunities than 
at any other time in history.’’ 


Discusses Women in Politics. 


‘What about the girls?’’ I asked. 
‘They can vote and hold office now, 
and some of them are beginning to 
look on politics as a possible ca- 
reer,”’ 

“If a girl wishes to fit herself for 
a political career, I think the best 
thing she can do is to get married 
and bring up a family. I can con- 
ceive of no _ experience better 
adapted to give either a woman or a 
man that knowledge which is most 
likely to be of value in the discharge 
of public office than that which 
comes from the family life. I am) 
aware that there have been Many 
excellent executives, both men and 
women, who have lived a single life. 
But I think they may have worked 
under a great handicap, which per- 
haps entitles them to a greater 
credit. A successful political career 
consists of being able to provide the 
people with what’ they need in their 
relationship with each other. I 
think that the family life is the cor- 
ner stone of our social life, and so of 
our political life. We do not in 
this country have opportunities 
which can be referred to as afford- 
ing a strictly political career. There 
are many avenues of public life, 
each of which requires for its best 
execution a special preparation, The 
national government has 10 depart- 
ments under cabinet officers, each 
one requiring a special knowledge 
for its administration. Even our 
municipal governments have also 
many departments. The only prep- 
aration that is worth anything is a 
course of study which will make one 
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an expert in the department in | is overmanned, so that many young 


which it is proposed to serve. 


“Tf doubt if it is possible for a 
young man to choose politics as a 
career, He may go into the dip- 
lomatic service as it is now con- 
stituted in this country, or into the 
civil service somewhere as the re- 
‘sult of passing an examination, but 
for the young man 
gain a livelihood by holding polit- 
ical office would seem to me to be 
very undesirable. I should say that 
he ought to have some business on 
which he could depend for a living, 
and as he has an aptitude for it 
take such part in politics as he 
finds he can do without losing his 
means of livelihood. Otherwise he 
loses his independence. 

‘‘My own opinion is that as many 
boys and girls:as possible ought to 
have a college education, whether 
they intend to follow a professional 
career or not, I think one of the 
mistakes lies in thinking that be- 
cause a boy or girl has a college 
education he or she must, there- 
fore, seek a professional career. It 
Is my observation that in large 
cities the legal profession especially

men are doing a very:small prac- 
tice and are receiving a very small 
compensation. A college education 
ought to fit a man or woman to be 
-eontent in any occupation, because 
‘it enlarges the capacity for the en- 
\joyment of the intellectual and 
| spiritual side of life. It seems to 
me that a man with a college edu- 
cation and an artisan’s income 
|would be almost in an ideal posi- 
| tion.’’ 

“You made one statement, Mr. 
President, which I noted particu- 
larly,’’ I remarked. ‘‘You said that 
those men and women who have 
attained distinguished success with- 
out being married have worked 
under a great handicap. I take it 
to mean that there is no doubt in 
your mind that marriage is a great 
contribution to a man’s success?’”’ 

“How can there be any doubt 
| about it?’”’ he replied. “A man 
who has the companionship of a 
‘lovely and gracious woman enjoys 
|the supreme blessing that life can 
igive. And no citizen of the United 
‘States knows the truth of that 
'statement better than I.’’

LOUISIANA’'S MODEL 
SLAUGHTER HOUSE. 
BOUT the most insanitary 
A premises in any small city is 
the slaughter house. They 
generally put it off in some place. 
where the stranger can not see it. 
Booster functions never include a 
visit to the slaughter house. The 
buzzards always locate it, and, 
therefore, a polite stranger never 
asks, ‘‘What is that over yonder 
where the buzzards are?’”’ 

Three years ago I wrote about 
the sanitary slaughter houses in the 
Panama Canal Zone. They were 
cheap, inexpensive to build, inex- 
pensive to maintain, and yet they 
were inviting. I also wrote of the 
slaughter houses built by the gov- 
ernment in British Guiana. Each 
of these cost about $300 to build, 
as I remember it. 

The State board of health of Loui- 
siana has devised a model slaughter 
house fora smalltown. They think 
the butchers who build and main- 
tain slaughter houses of this type 
will stand some chance to keep their 
trade, and not become merely meat 
wrappers for the big packers. 


The Louisiana model slaughter 
house is about 24 feet by 12% feet 
by 12 feet. On one side is an ele- 
vated platform with an approach. 
The cattle and hogs to be slaugh- 
tered are driven on to the platform; 
gates serve to divide it into pens, a 
door opens from each pen into the 
slaughter house. 

The house is built of -wood, but it 
has a cement floor and the lower six 
feet of the inside wall is composed 
of metal lath and smooth cement. 
The room is divided into a 
slaightering room, there is a block 
and tackle, a slaughter table for 
cleaning hogs, a concrete tank for 
scalding hogs, a wash basin for the 
hands, and a floor drain. A trolley 
carrier runs from the slaughter 
room to the cooling room. 

The State board of health fur- 
nishes the building plans and speci- 
fications. In addition, the board 
makes the following suggestions to 
be regarded as rules, in a certain

MADE MAJOR GENERAL 


Assistant Chief of Stat, Pro- 
moted to Succeed Howze, 
Served in Three Wars. 


COL. WILLIAMS MOVES UP 


Promotion of two army officers 
stationed here, Brig. Gen. Harry A. 
Smith to be major general and 
Col. Herbert O. Williams as briga- 


dier general, effective November 
20, was announced yesterday by 
Secretary of War Davis, who said 
President Coolidge had approved 
the promotions. 

Promotions result from the va- 
cancy created by the death of Maj. 
Cen. Robert L. Howze, Fifth carps 
commander, at Fort Hayes, Ohio, 
this week. Maj. Gen. Smith has 
been here since July 1, 1925, as 
assistant chief of staff in charge of 
the war plans division, and is at 
present a member of the American 
representation preparatory com- 
mission on reduction and limita- 
tion of armaments, in session at 
Geneva. Col. WilHams is execu- 
tive officer of the inspector gen- 
eral’s office. The new commander 
of the Fifth corps area has not yet 
been designated. 

Brig. Gen. Smith was born at 
Atchison, Kans., in 1866, and was 
graduated from West Point in 1891. 
Passing most of his active military 
career in the infantry, he saw 
service at Santiago, Cuba, in the 
Philippine insurrection and at Vera 
Cruz, Mexico. During the world war 
he was on the general staff of the 
American expeditionary forces, 
commandant of the general staff 
school in France and in charge of 
civil affa@s in the American zone 
of occupation in Germany. 

Since the war, he was appointed 
a permanent brigadier general in 
1922; commanded Fort Howard, 
Md., the Fort Leavenworth, Kans., 
service schools, and was assistant 
commandant of the Army War col- 
lege. He received the distinguished 
service medal and numerous for- 
eign decorations. 

Col. Williams was born in Mis- 
sissippi in 1866 and was graduated 
from West Point in 1891. He was 
a lieutenant colonel of volunteers 
in the Spanish war, commanded 
Philippine scouts and was acting 
assistant superintendent of the 
Manila police. During the world 
war he was with the inspector gen- 
eral’s department in Hawaii, at 
Chicago and in Washington and 
was later director of training in 
the aviation section of the signal 
corps. 

Since the war he has been chief 
of staff of the Panama department. 
He wears the distinguished service 
medal.

Buckner, who is prosecuting the 
case, procured 
payment of a claim for $108,000 
for Baroness Lillian Speck von 
Sternberg, widow of the German 
ambassador, the day after it was 
filed. The claim was filed Jan- 
uary 26, 1920, during Palmer’s 
incumbency. 

The claim was based on an act 
that permitted the return of seized 
property to American wives of Ger- 
man citizens. Baroness Sternberg 
was living at the Grafton hotel, 
Washington, at the time the claim 
was paid. Baron von Sternberg 
died in 1908.

NORTHEAST CONDITIONS 


Registration Peak Expected to: 


Be Reached in November; 
Highs Urop Off. 


Indication of a record school en- 
rollment was given yesterday when 
public-school officials announced 
@ total enrollment of 65,450, an in- 
crease in atendance of 1,672 over 
that of Tuesday and an increase of 
456 students over the correspond- 
ing date last year. 


Robert L. Haycock, assistant 
superintendent of schools, an- 
nounced yesterday that with 
the opening of the Stuart 
Junior High school in Feb- 
ruary much of the overcrowded 
conditions in schools in Northeast 
will be alleviated. 

At present the congested condi- 
tions in Northeast schools is 380 
great that citizens are forced to 
club together to raise funds to be 
applied to the rental of temporary 
school buildings. 

School officials place responsi- 
bility for this condition with Con- 
gress, which reduced rental appro- 
priations to $12,000 for the fiscal 
year when $15,000 is necessary. 


November to Swell Figures. 


Enrollment figures will be 
swelled considerably in the next 
month, according to Haycock, with 
the return of hundreds of children 
from out of town. The enrollment 
peak is not expected to be reached 
until the first of November. 

Kindergarten enrollment took of- 
ficials by surprise and necessitated 
formation of additional classes in 
the Petworth and Truesdell schools. 
Haycock declared all schools in the 
area north of Petworth reported un- 
usually large kindergarten enroll- 
ments. 

First grade enrollment at the 
Barnard and Ludlow-Taylor schools 
was so great, school officials point- 
ed out, that additional teachers 
were assigned. 


Highs Show Decrease. 


The normal schools and high 
schools yesterday reported enroll- 
ments less than those of last year, 
With the normal schools having 693 
in attendance, as compared with 781 
“ at this time last year, and the high 
echools having 11,974 in attendance, 
a@s compared with 12,241 last year. 

The high schools, however, are not 
expected to reach their enrollment 
' peak until November. 

Officials reported great activity 
at the John F. Cook school, now 
used as a storehouse. S§. B. Sim- 
mons, in charge of the storehouse, 
satisfactory distribution 
of more than $250,000 in school 
supplies. 

The Stuart junior high school 
will relieve possibility of part time 
classes in many northeast schools, 
as the students of the seventh and 
elghth grades will be transferred to 
the Stuart junior high, permitting 
the use of at least two rooms in 
each school for lower classes.

Moving Picture Theaters, 
Stores, Dance Halls Watched,

BALLROOMS AND CAFES 
NET ARRESTS OF EIGHT 


Former Called On 363 Times 
and Latter 746; Law Held 
Violated Nightly. 


Nearly 10,000 visits to moving 
picture theaters, stores, dance halls 
and other similar places, and con- 
tinuous patrol of Union station, 
were conducted by the women’s 
bureau of the police department 
during the year ended June 30, re- 
sulting in 752 arrests and 239 de- 
fendants penalized by fine or im- 
prisonment, according to the an- 
nual report of the bureau, submit- 
ted yesterday to Maj. Edwin B. 
Hesse, superintendent of police. 

The average daily population of 
the house of detention for the year 
was 39. The total number of per- 
sons held there during the year 
was.3,897. Meals served numbered 
44,061, at an aggregate cost of 
$7,305.41.

The situation there in re- 
gard to soliciting was cleared up to 
some extent through cooperation of 
Precinct No. 4. 

“The street patrol has been cen- 
tralized in the downtown district. 
There is much Soliciting on the 
streets and from parked and cruis- 
ing automobiles. 

Two arrests were made in 178 
visits to parks and 39 were made 
by the street patrol, which also 
found 82 truants, 52 in the streets 
and 30 on the dumps, took 60 juve- 
niles home after dark and sent to 
hospitals 6 persons taken ill on the 
streets.

Five of Seven Members of 
Subcommittee Signify Inten- 
tion of Being in Capital. 


LITTLE WORK BEFORE 
NEXT WEEK EXPECTED 


Interest Attaches to Who Will 
Head Group to Learn the 
District Needs. 


The resumed investigation of 
District affairs by the House Dis- 
trict subcommittee is expected to 
begin tomorrow. Five of the seven 
members of the body have signified 
their intention of being here. 

Little work is expected before 
Monday, as tomorrow and Saturday 
will be devoted largely to organiza- 
tion of the committee and the out- 
line of a program of inquiry. 

Representatives Gibson, Vermont: 
McLeod, Michigan; Reid, Illinois: 
Whitehead, Virginia, and Hammer, 
North Carolina, have made known 
that they will be here. No word 
has been received from Representa- 
tives Houston, Delaware, and Gil- 
bert, Kentucky. The latter was one 
of the most active members of the 
investigating cémmittee last ses- 
sion. 

Considerable interest attaches to 
who will be committee chairman 
Friends of Representative Gibson 
are urging him to take it because 
he headed the other committee and 
has many matters at his finger tips 
McLeod is the ranking member and 
has been active in assembling as 
has Gibson. 


Inquiry to Be Different. 


The committee, like that at the 
last session, will lack authority to 
force the attendance of witnesses, 
but inasmuch as all of the witnesses 
are expected to be District offictals 
—the broad ramifications of it— 
this authority is not considered 
needed. 

The inquiry will differ greatly 
from that of the last session in 
that no official is under fire. The 
purpose of the inquiry is to learn 
the. needs of the District and to 
effect remedies through legislation 
wherever necessary. 

For this reason officials in 

District building, particularly, wel- 
come the inquiry. They have of- 
fered quarters in the building close 
to files and data and also. the serv- 
ices of Maj. W. E. R. Covell, assis- 
tant to the engineer commissioner. 
This offer was made in a letter sev- 
eral days ago to Chairman Zihiman, 
of the House District- committee. 
Zihliman is to turn the letter over 
to the committee when it convenes. 
The offer will be acted on at that 
time. 
School and taxation are to be the 
major subjects studied by the com- 
mittee. Traction matters also will 
come up, however, the members are 
saturated with information on this 
subject, but do not seem to be able 
to agree what should be done.
